as a location of the air academy. 
He said that if it is decided there 
will be an air academy, the money 
for the location and building of 
an academy will probably be al- 
lotted during the coming session 
of Congress. 


He called the membeis' attention 


to the fact that such an academy 
would mean much to Scdalia.- He 
stated the cost ot construction 
alone is estimated at approximate- 
ly, $171,000,000. That 
once the 


academy is constructed it is es- 
timated that the cost of operating 
the academy will be about five 
to ten million dollars per year. 
That in addition to workmen, who 
will be employed in the" initial 
building of the academy, there 
will be about one thousand civil- 
ians who will constitute perman- 
ent personnel of the academy.

Such an aca- 
demy would operate on bad timci 
as well as good. The Chamber of

ut too well. 
Probably No Tax Increase 
If the president asks for tax in- 


reases, the indications are that 
e won't get them in any substan- 
al form.

Linked with taxes is the prob-

stration is taking no part in the 
contest, although it is providing 
nllions of dollars to help finance 
he states' construction of the na- 
ional highway network. 


The viewpoint of the public 


•oads administration is that it has

advertising companies, has an im- 
portant i;ule in American indus- 
try, including heavy investments 
and large annual sales and pay- 
roll.

3. The large advertisers give 


much free space to good causes, 
they work in the interest of traf- 
fic safety and they endeavor to 
protect areas of unusual scenic 
beauty and historical inteiest.

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Whether the Re- 


publican Party should go right or left in draft- 
ing its 1950 platform is a subject of great dis- 
agreement among U. S. ncv/spaper editors. Here 
arc some of the answers brought out in a poll 
of over 700 newspapers, conducted by this 
column: 


"Go more to the right," says the Milwaukee, 


°v7is., Journal. "It might not win, but it would 
be a start in re-establishing the two-party sys- 
tem, to clarify the issues." The Warsaw, Ind., 
Times and Ames, la., Tribune make this oven 
stronger. "Stick to conservatism, even if It loses 
elections," is the tenor of their advice. 


On the other side, papers all across the coun- 


try want tho GOP to go liberal. The Trenton, 
N. J., Times calls for "a newly 
developed 


liberal-Republican program." The Buffalo, N. Y., 
Evening News says, "Its fundamental concern 
should be the welfare of the broad middle class, 
$5000 a year and below, not $15,000 and above." 


In the West, the San Francisco News calls 


for a GOP policy "developed by its progressive 
members, in opposition to what the Democrats 
propose." The Gallup, N. M., Independent sug- 
gests that the GOP "liberalize its attitude toward 
labor." The Eugene, Ore., Register-Guard de- 
mands simply, "Wayne Morse's constitutional 
liberalism."

This carries over into the argument of how 


much of the welfare state the Republicans should 
adopt as their own. "They can't out-promise the 
present irrespor.sibles," says the Centralia, 111., 
SentineL "So they better try going back to 
fundamentals." 


But the St. Paul, Minn., Pioneer-Press tells 


the Republicans to "Stop hammering at the wel- 
fare state. Social security is here to stay. Work 
out a program the party can support, as Taft 
and Stassen are doing." 


Emphasizing this position, the Alpena^Mich., 


News proposes continuation of "sound New Deal 
features, managed conservatively." The Athens, 
O., Messenger asks for: "The GOP's own fair 
deal, without the jackpot." And the Clarksburg, 
Vf.

Physicist Raises New Hopes 
For Peacetime Atomic ses

We average citizens don't get much help from 


the scientists in grasping the complexities of 
atomic energy. The air of mystery is of course 
deliberately- contrived in ths interest of national 
security. But every once in a while the experts 
come up with a statement that partially shatters 
the secrecy. 


Such a statement came in New York the other 


day at a meeting of top scientists. Dr. John R. 
Dunning, Columbia University physicist, an- 
nounced that the cost of producing uranium 
fuel—a basic result of atomic fission—had been 
reduced virtually to the price of coal. 


Aside from natural gas, coal is the nation's 


cheapest fuel and the United States has it in 
tremendous abundance. 


Despite wartime and postv/ar boosts in its 


cost, coal still supplies nearly half the country's 
fuel needs. 


Yet there are important new industrial proc- 


esses on the horizon which are crying for a 
new and cheaper fuel. If sea water could be 
distilled for general public use, New York and 
other coastal cities might forget forever about 
water shortages. 


But fuel costs of the process are today pro- 


hibitive. National reserves of high grade iron 
ore are dropping steadily. One solution for the 
future would be to refine the billions of tons 
of low grade ore on hand. But again, a cheaper 
fuel is needed. 
i 


Ever since the first announcement that the 


atom had been split, the people of America and 
the world have been eagerly awaiting word of 
progress toward the broad peacetime use' of 
atomic energy. Its use for power has been upper- 
most in our minds. 


Dr. Dunning did not enlighten us too much 


on the meaning of his statement about uranium 
fuel costs. But certainly its production at costs 
comparable to those of coal is a great step to- 
ward the making of a truly cheap atomic fuel. 


There is no hint how much closer that goal 


now is than it was before this advance was 
completed. Right after the war scientists were 
saying atomic power was probably a decade 
off—at least. We've gone almost half. way 
through that 10-year span. The achievements 
so far give rise to hope that we may clip a 
few years off their prediction. 


In telling us of this first great stride toward 


low cost fuel, Dr. Dunning offered some details 
but they actually tended only to increase the 
mystery of atomic energy. 


He spoke vaguely about "gaseous diffusion," 


the use of "many thousands of strainers," the 
present need for factory buildings big enough 
to house several football fields apiece. The new 
gain will mean smaller buildings. None of this 
adds much to our understanding. 


But the scientist did say something that in- 


dicates we have a right to hope that atomic 
fission may unlock untold stores of power. He 
declared that present processes convert only 
about 1/1000th of uranium mass into energy. 


The other 999/lOOOths represent the room we 


have to advance toward a brighter industrial 
future.

fect. It is blessed with rich resources, a fine 
mixture of peoples and a government founded 
on the magnificent idea that men ought above 
all to be free. 


There is much to do here to conserve and 


use wisely our wealth, bring out the best in 
our people and carry our noble experiment 
in freedom to its highest plane. Let's pour our 
energies into these tasks with redoubled vigor. 


What the Russians almost certainly fear most 


is the success ot American life. The example 
to the world of a free people handsomely en- 
dowed with the substance and spirit of full 
living is a powerful fact they cannot controvert. 
It upsets all their pat theories of history and 
rigid economic dogma. 


So let's get off the defensive. We ought to 


cease measuring virtually everything we do in 
terms of its effect on the Soviet Union. 


Let the Soviet Union go hang. If we work 


hard at our individual jobs, deal fairly with 
our fellow citizens, boldly tackle the risks we 
encounter and accept our responsibilities as in- 
evitable participants in the making of a better 
world, then we need not tremble over, Russia. 
The Russians will be doing the trembling. 


The year 1950 will be a happy one if we can 


make a good start toward a new attitude of 
calm confidence in the future of a land so for- 
tunately favored as ours.

The Doctor Says— 


Delirium Tremens is Severe 
Penalty of Heav y Drinking

Innumerable jokes have been 


made about the person who sees 
snakes under the bed or pink ele- 
phants dancing on the wall. The 
condition which causes such vi- 
sions, however, is far from funny. 
It is known as delirium tremens 
and is one of the penalties some- 
times paid by the chronic heavy 
drinker of alcoholic beverages. 


Alcohol, taken in large quanti- 


ties over a long period of time, is 
the principal cause. However, ac- 
cidents and infections ma} bring 
on an attack of what is sometimes 
called "shaky" madness." 
Harrowing Experience 
An attack of delirum tremens is 


a most unpleasant experience. 
Symptoms come on quickly over a 
period of two or three days, usu- 
ally during or immediately after a 
heavy bout of drinking. At first 
the sleep becomes broken, appetite 
is lost, and severe restlessness de- 
velops. Frightening dreams occur 
and often cause the victim to 
wake up. The most characteristic 
symptom, of course, is the seeing 
of something which is not there. 
Often this takes the form ot small 
moving creatures, such as spiders, 
beetles, snakes, mice, rats, or the 


like. A fever and excessive sweat- 
ing, 
often associated with other 


symptoms and signs, may follow. 


An attack often lasts for three 


or four days. Eventually a good 
long sleep is likely to occur, after 
which mental and physical im- 
provement rapidly takes place. 


Opinion is somewhat divided 


among authorities as to whether 
alcohol should be removed entire- 
ly and completely or whether it 
should be "tapered off" in an at- 
tack of delirium tremens. This, 
however, can be left to the physi- 
cians in charge because a real at- 
tack of delirium tremens requires 
institutional care, since the pa- 
tient is usually too ill to be cared 
for at home.

You ar« permitted to "split" 


your income, for tax purposes, if 
you are legally married, even 
though most or all of the income 
•was" received by the husband or 
the wife, and little or none by the 
other. 


"Legally married" is defined In 


Article No. 1 of the Primer. 


Income splitting is a technical 


tax device. It merely means that 
husband and wife lump all tax- 
able income together. Then they 
divide it into halves while figur- 
ing the tax to get the benefit of 
lower bracket rates. 


• • • 


In very few cases are there any 


disadvantages. There arc rare in- 
stances 
where 
Income-splitting 


Joint returns might be undesir- 
able. They are: 


1. Cases where husband or wife 


does not want the other to learn 
his or her income or its sources; 


2. Cases where one fears that 


the other might dump on him or 
her the entire burden of payment, 
•ince each is individually respon- 
sible for the entire tax'on a joint 
return; 


3. Extreme cases where medical 


expenses were huge, where both 
had good incomes, and where by 
filing individually they might get 
larger medical deductions; 


4. Uncommon cases where both 


had substantial capital losses. By 
filing separately, they could ap- 
ply $1000 each—instead of $1000 
for both—of those losses against 
ordinary income.

A married dependent whose ex 


emption is claimed, on a joint re 
turn with husband or wife can 
not be claimed also by parents or 
others. 


The only time any person can 


be claimed as an exemption on 
more than one return is in the 
case of a dependent who earncc 
less than $500 during the year on 
which tax was withheld. Such a 
dependent provides an exemption 
for the person who supported him. 
And, 
technically, he claims his 


own exemption when he files his 
own "return" in order to get bac) 
the taxes that were withheld. 


There is no extra exemption for 


blind or over 65 dependents. 


Keep in mind that 
married 


couples filing a joint return can 
list both the husband's and wife's 
dependents. If separate returns 
are 
filed, the husband cannot 


claim his wife's dependents and 
vice versa.

Writers of books on Canasta

National Canasta Laws Commis- 
sion to print the official laws in 
their books.

Way To Check 
The Corn Borer 


One Of Effective 
Measures To Plow 
Stalks Under 


It appears now, says Roy I. 


Coplen, County Extension Agent, 
that in the near future Petty coun- 
ty farmers will need to consider 
now to meet the corn borer prob- 
lem. 
The corn borer was in the 


county in 1949. 
It perhaps will 


not cause great wide spread dam- 
age in 1950. However, the darn- 
age may be serious on some farms. 


One of the most elective con- 


trol measures is to plow under 
corn stalks in t the fall, making 
sure that refuse'is not left on top 
of the ground. If it can 'not find 
other rtalks or refuse, it is soon 
destroyed. Experiments, accord- 
ing to the Missouri College of Ag- 
riculture, indicate liUlc, if any dif- 
ference, in resistance to the borer 
by different corn varieties and 
types—particularly 
among 
the 


vigorous growing ones. Spraying 
of the growing corn with DDT or 
some other material next ycur 
depends on the .population of the 
borer.' If egg deposits average 
one to a stalk, thten spraying pro- 
bably will be needed. However, 
if the infestation averages less 
than that, spraying probably will 
not repay the cost and trouble. 


It. is a well known fact that 


where the best general farm prac- 
tices are used in the way of keep- 
ing down weeds and in keeping up 
the scil fertility the damage by 
the post is less severe. 
The pest 


passes the winter in corn stalks, 
stubbles, cobs and weeds. 
The 


complete destruction of these ma- 
terials with the enclosed worms 
will give relief. 
Tearing up the 


corn stalks or weeds before spring 
plowing and complete turning un- 
der this material with the enclos- 
ed worms will assist materially in 
controlling the pest. 


A good crop rotation also will 


be of great value in controlling 
the pest. This is, another reason 
to set up a balanced farming pro- 
gram that increases yields, im- 
proves the pasture balance as well 
as results in many other good re- 
sults toward improving the stand- 
ard of living on the farm.

Four poultry flocks from seven 


whose owners 
are keeping re- 


cords with the County Extension 
office secured more'than a 50% 
egg production per hen for the 
month of November. The D. M. 
Overstreet flock 
averaged 20.4 


eggs per hen in November and 20 
eggs per hen in October. Mrs. 
Allie Abbey reports 19.2 eggs per 
hen in November and 10.8 eggs 
per hen in October. 
The third 


high flock in November is that of 
Bagby-McFatrich 
with the 970 


hens averaging 18.8 eggs each. The 
flo:k average 12 eggs per hen in 
October. Mrs Linden Lee Jones 
reports 15.6 eggs per hen in Nov- 
ember. The average production 
was 15.74 eggs in October. ' 


Lower price for eggs due to a 


lower support price will necessi- 
tate close culling and care to make 
profits in the poultry business.

SEATTLE, Wash. — (NEA) — 


Glenn Orlob is a patient-patent 
engineer whose job requires him 
to face hundreds of inventors who 
besiege Boeing Aircraft Co. with 
ideas that will (a) startle, (b) 
revolutionize or (c) even electrify 
the aviation industry. 


Orlob is sometimes startled, but 


rarely electrified, however. 
For 


every good idea that comes along, 
there are scores that are theo- 
retically worthless or technologic- 
ally impractical, like an aircraft 
carrier with wings, for example. 


Orlob gets letters from home- 


grown aeronautical wizards who 
are sure there are vast hordes of 
spies infesting airplane plants— 
and also are fully cognizant of the 
value of a buck. To wit: 


"Dear Sir: I had a dream last 


night and I developed an idea that 
will revolutionize the aircraft in- 
dustry. I£ you meet me in Hogan's 
Alley with $50,000, I will deliver 
same to you or your agents. Sin- 
cerely, J. B."

brainchild of the sidewalk Sikor 
skys is the wingless- and tailless 
plane. Orlob says letters come i 
by the hundreds with offers t 
reveal — at a price — completely 
perfected plans for same. Anothe 
favorite target of the 
amateu 


airmen is the plane that will breal 
the sonic barrier. On paper, i 
seems, anybody can do it. 


One man had 
detailed

for an emergency escape kit whicl 
he offered at a modest fee. Un 
fortunately this inventor was un

"Top secret" sketches and plan 


are frequently brought into the 
plant by inventors who mistrust 
the mail. Sometimes, it takes Or- 
lob as long as four hours to con- 
vince the inventor that the com- 
pany cannot develop the idea, that 
it has no practical value, or that 
it has already been in use lor 10 
years. 


As a plane is being built, Orlob 


studies the project closely. He is 
responsible for patents on all new 
devices, and he also sees that they 
do not infringe on other patents. 
He secures license rights and ar- 
ranges payment of royalties 
to 


other firms or individuals. 


If invent you must, Orlob has 


some advice for you. Don't send 
ideas to aircraft companies. 
Be 


sure you're working on a real 
problem and have a real solution. 
Protect your plans and then seek 
a buyer. 


While 
this 
information 
may 


sound discouraging, Orlob always 
reminds his contributors, "A farm- 
er won't buy a pig in a poke, and 
.we won't buy planes in a brief 
case."

Just a year ago last week-end 
the West's great January storm 
arrived from the polar regions.

tern quite similar to the one of 
last year has been building up 
over the United States. 
Is the 


West headed for another series 
of great storms?

Temperatures Below Normal 


On one side of this line, in the 


vestern United States, tempera- 
ures were below normal. 
At 


east seven states had their cold- 
st winter in history. The tem- 
icratures on the other side o 
he line, in the eastern United 
tales, were above normal for 
he month. Many states enjoycc 
he:r warmest winter in years. 


High in the atmosphere, ovei 


;0,000 feet, were some air "chan- 
icls." 


You can think of thesa as pipes 


uch as might come out of youi 
varm air furnace. 


But instead of being connectec 


vith a warm air furnace, these 
vere connected with the 
frigic 


egions above the north pole. 
These channels started blowing 


:old air right down the necks o 
he westerners. 
Not Unusual 
That isn't unusual. Such chan- 


icls form frequently. 
The un- 


isual thing was the length o 
ime the 'channels had existed 
''or weeks they had piped pola 
air at high altitude above the 
United States. 


Warmer air had been rushing 


across the eastern United States

A defense department report 
stimated that it duectly aided 
00,000 persons marooned in their 
omes, on the highways and in 
illages.
